PASSBURG 


Donald Frill Ends His Life by 
Shooting Himself---Leaves a 
Letter to His Brother 


On Sunday last Corporal Moses, of 
Frank, was notified that a man had 
been shot a little north of Passburg. 
He prdceeded immediately to the ranoh 
of Donald Frill in company with Odp- 
stable Holmden, On arriving there he 
found the dead body of Donald Frill 
lying on the floor of the shack with a 
rifle close to him. Corporal Moses at 
once notified Coroner Pinkney, who, 
after making inquiries, decided to hald 
an inquest. Accordingly, an inquest 
was held at the Bellevue hotel on 
day, the 16th inst., the jury being J. 
B. Radcliffe (foreman), James W. Ash- 
down, Wm. H. Chappell, P. Maguire, 
Robert Connelly, Philip Hart, From 
the evidence it appeared the deceased 
had been somewhat nervous and 
downhearted, owing to some trouble 
over getting the patent for his home- 
stead, and a letter, addressed ta his 
brother, revealed the fact that he was 
unable to bear up any longer and had 
decided to end his life. From the doc- 
tor’s evidence death would be instant- 
aneous, the top of the skull being 
blown away. The jurv returned 
following verdict; *‘ That Donald 
took his life by shooting himself 9 
ing a state of temporary insanity.“ 

The late Donald Frill was well atid 
favorably known in the Pass, havitig 
for some years been in the employ of 
the Grady Hardware store, at F. > 
He was a man of good habits and well 
to do. His untimely end was quite a 
shock to his many friends throughout 
the Pass. It appears that the deed 
was committed on Sunday the 7th the 
body being discovered a week later. 
Donald Frill was a scotchman by birth 
and was about 32 years of age. He 
leaves to mourn their loss one er, 
Robert, who resides at Bellevue and a
